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1 . SUMMARY: FIRST SUBSTANTIVE MEETING OF MTN FRAMEWORK GROUP 
DEVOTED ENTIRELY TO TOUR D HORIZON STATEMENTS BY MAIOR 

DELS. PROCEDURAL ISSUES TOUCHED ONLY LIGHTLY OR IGNORED. 

LDC DELS, INSPIRED BY TABLING OF BRAZILIAN "CONCEPT PAPAERS," 
DELIVERED SWEEPING CALLS FOR OVERHAULING GATT FRAMEWORK; 

U.S., EC, AND IAPAN COUNTERED WITH MORE CONSERVATIVE AND 

OFTEN SIMILAR STATEMENTS, REVEALING IAPAN ANCHORED MOST 

FIRMLY TO STATUS QUO. U.S. STATEMENT COVERED ALL FIVE 

TOPICS ON GROUP AGENDA (AS DID EC AND JAPAN), SUPPLEMENTED 

BY TABLING OF U.S. PAPERS ON BOP. DISPUTE MANAGEMENT, AND 

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS ALL AIMING AT BRINGING GROUP S INITIAL 

FOCUS ON TOPICS TO PROBLEMS WITHIN EXISTING GATT FRAMEWORK 

RATHER THAN ULTIMATE SOLUTIONS. NEXT MEETING SCHEDULED FOR 

"SOMETIME IN MAY" TO RESUME DISCUSSION; IN MEANTIME, MAJOR 

STATEMENTS BEING CIRCULATED AND FURTHER LDC PROPOSALS ANTICIPATED. 

END SUMMARY. 

2. MTN FRAMEWORK GROUP CONTINUING UNDER TEMPORARY CHAIRMANSHIP 
OF GATT DG LONG, CONVENED FEBRUARY 21-22 FOR FIRST SUBSTANTIVE 
CONSIDERATION OF FIVE AGENDA ITEMS (LEGAL BASIS FOR S&D; 

BOP AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPEMENT SAFEGUARDS; CONSULTATION, 
SURVEILLANCE, AND DISPUTE SETTLEMENT; RECIPROCITY AND 
GRADUATION; AND EXPORT RESTRICTIONS - SEE REF D). AS FORESEEN 
AT FEB. 1 1 SEVEN PLUS SEVEN MEETING (REF B), THIS SESSION ALMOST 
ENTIRELY DEVOTED TO PREPARED STATEMENTS OF POSITION BY 
MAJOR DC AND LDC DELS, WITH LITTLE OR NO FOLLOW-UP DISCUSSION; 
EARLIER BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS (SEE MTN GENEVA 1043 NOTAL) 

AND CORRIDOR CONVERSATIONS ALSO YIELDED SOME USEFUL INSIGHTS. 
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3. BRAZIL (AMB. MACIEL) DELIVERED VERBATIM STATEMENT PROVIDED 
US PRIOR TO MEETING (HAND CARRIED TO STR LAST WEEKEND). 

BRAZILIAN STATEMENT, TOGETHER WITH FIVE "CONCEPT PAPERS," 

AMOUNTED TO CALL FOR SWEEPING OVERHAUL OF GATT FRAMEWORK 
WITH MINIMAL FOCUS ON PROBLEMS WITH, AND ACTUAL PRACTICE 
UNDER EXISTING FRAMEWORK FOR WORLD TRADE, BRAZIL CHARACTERIZED 
GATT AS "PASSIVE FORUM” WITH REGARD TO LDC INTERESTS, AND 

SAID ITS PROPOSALS REFLECTED MINIMUM EXPECTATIONS OF DEVELOP- 
ING COUNTRIES. THESE PROPOSALS INCLUDED (A) "STANDING LEGAL 
BASIS" FOR MORE SECURE GSP, PLUS LEGAL BASIS FOR NEGOTIATING 
PREFERENTIAL BINDINGS FOR LDC'S, PLUS GENERAL ENABLING 
CLAUSE FOR SPECIAL AND DIFFERENTIAL (S/D) MEASURES FOR LDCS; 

(B) EXEMPTION OF LDC'S FROM BOP MEASURES TAKEN BY DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES, TOGETHER WITH SUBSTANTIALLY WEAKER GATT ACCOUNT- 
ABILITY ON BOP ACTION BY LDC'S; (C) OVERHAUL OF ARTICLE 
XVIILA AND C TO PROVIDE LDC'S LEGAL BASIS FOR TAKING SAFEGUARD 
ACTIONS RELATED TO ANY ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OBJECTIVE; 

(D) REVISION OF PROCEDURES AND INSTITUTIONAL INNOVATIONS 
FOR CONSULTATION, DISPUTE SETTLEMENT, AND SURVEILLANCE IN 
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ORDER TO "COUNTER BALANCE THE INEQUALITY OF ECONOMIC WEIGHT" 
BETWEEN DC’S AND LDC'S IN THE EXERCISE OF THEIR RIGHTS AND 
OBLIGATIONS; AND (E) INTRODUCTION OF "NORMS AND CRITERIA" 

INTO ARTICLE XXXVI:8 THAT WOULD ENSHRINE PRINCIPLE OF 
NON-RECIPROCITY FOR ALL DC-LDC TRADE NEGOTIATIONS, AS WELL 
AS DELAYED STAGING AND PERIODIC REVIEW OF CONCESSIONS 
BY LDC'S TO ENSURE AN ENDURING "BALANCE OF CONCESSIONS" 

THAT IS EXPLICITLY SKEWED IN FAVOR OF LDC'S. 

4. BRAZILIAN STATEMENT, DISTRIBUTED TO GROUP IMMEDIATELY 
FOLLOWING MACIEL INTERVENTION, RECEIVED GENERAL ENDORSEMENT 

AS BASIS FOR FRAMEWORK GROUP DISCUSSION FROM MEXICO, YUGOSLAVIA, 

EGYPT, PAKISTAN, ARGENTINA, ECUADOR (FOR ANDEAN GROUP) AND MALAYSIA. 

MEXICO (AMB. ARMENDARIZ) CALLED FOR A FORTIFIED GATT 

SECRETARIAT TO KEEP SURVEILLANCE OF INTERNATIONAL TRADING 

RULES (INCLUDING BOP AND SAFEGUARDS MEASURES), BUT ALSO 

MADE STRONG PITCH (SECONDED BY ECUADOR) THAT AGREEMENTS 
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NEGOTIATING IN MTN SHOULD BE SO STRUCTURED THAT NON-GATT 
MEMBERS COULD PARTICIPATE. COMMENT: BY SPEAKING TO BOTH 
SIDES OF GATT MEMBERSHIP QUESTIONS, MEXICO MAINTAINED OFT- 
STATED POSITION THAT NO DECISION ON POSSIBLE ADHERENCE TO 
GATT WILL BE MADE UNTIL COMPLETION OF MTN AND EVALUATION 
BY MEXICO OF ANY CHANGES IN GATT FRAMEWORK. END COMMENT. 

5. REGARDING LEGAL BASIS FOR SPECIAL AND DIFFERENTIAL 
TREATMENT FOR LDC'S, EGYPT (HAMZA), YUGOSLAVIA (TOMIC), 

MALAYSIA (FONG), AND PAKISTAN (HAMID), LATER JOINED BY 
CANADA, STATED THAT MFN PRINCIPLE CURRENTLY HONORED MORE 
IN THE BREACH THAN IN THE OBSERVANCE; ISRAEL AND PAKISTAN 
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URGED RECOGNITION OF S/D AS A FORMAL RIGHT OF LDC'S. 

SPEAKING ON SAFEGUARDS GENERALLY (AND ACKNOWLEDGING 
DEPARTURE FROM GROUP'S LIMITED MANDATE), PAKISTAN SAID 
EMERGENCY MEASURES COULD BE OBVIATED BY SUCCESSFUL 
STRUCTURAL ADJUSTMENT PROGRAMS IN DC S. REP ASSERTED GROSS 
VIOLATIONS OF ARTICLES XI AND XIII BY DC S, NEED FOR TIGHTER 
ADHERENCE TO ARTICLE XXVII STANDSTILL. AND SAW LACK 
OF SPECIFICITY IN ARTICLE XIX AS "A SERIOUS LACUNA." 

ISRAEL ARGUED THAT FLOATING EXCHANGE RATES BY NO MEANS 
ELIMINATE NEED FOR BOP RESTRICTIONS BY MANY LDC'S AND SAID 
FRAMEWORK GROUP WOULD BE APPROPRITATE FORUM FOR LEGALIZING 
LDC BOP SURCHARGE ACTIONS. REGARDING CONSULTATION, SURVEILLANCE, 
AND DISPUTE SETTLEMENT, PAKISTAN REFERRED TO ARTICLE XXIII 
PROCEDURES IN ECHOING MEXICAN PROPOSAL FOR A STANDING 
GENERAL-PURPOSE SURVEILLANCE BODY WHICH WOULD INVESTIGATE 
COMPLAINTS AND DRAFT RECOMMENDATIONS AS WELL AS PERFORM 
MONITORING FUNCTIONS, WITH RULINGS HAVING MANDATORY FORCE. 
(INDIA WANTED SIMILAR BODY TO PRESIDE OVER IMPLEMENTATION

INDIA (PREM KUMAR) SAID BOTH DC'S AND LDC'S SHOULD MAKE 
"ADEQUATE CONTRIBUTIONS" TOWARD EXPANSION OF TRADE BETWEEN 
THEM, BUT IN GENERAL THOUGHT EXISTING GATT FRAMEWORK 
"UNSUITED TO REQUIREMENTS" OF LDC'S. MOST OTHER LDC DELS 
MERELY REITERATED BRAZILIAN POSITION ON RECIPROCITY. EXCEPT FOR 
ISRAEL, WHICH SUPPORTED REVIEW OF APPLICABLE GATT PROVISIONS, 
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FEW LDC DELS ADDRESSED EXPORT RESTRICTIONS TOPIC, OTHER THAN 
TO EXPRESS AMBIVALENCE, AND TO RESERVE THEIR POSITRONS; 

MALAYSIA "ASSUMED" IT INCLUDED "VOLUNTARY" EXPORT RESTRAINTS 
DC S FORCE ON LDC'S. 

6. U.S. (HARTZF.LL) MADE STATEMENT DRAWING ON REF A 
IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWING BRAZILIAN STATEMENT. U.S. 

EMPHASIZED NEED TO FOCUS INITIAL WORK IN FRAMEWORK GROUP ON 
IDENTIFYING PROBLEMS EXPERIENCED AND CURRENT PRACTICE UNDER 
EXISTING GATT FRAMEWORK IN AREAS OF FIVE TOPICS, BEFORE 
RUSHING TO SOLUTIONS. WE STRESSSED THAT DEFINITION AND 
PRESERVATION OF PARTICIPANTS' RIGHTS IN TRADING SYSTEM MUST 
NECESSARILY BE BALANCED BY CORRESPONDING OBLIGATIONS. U.S. 

EFFORTS TO IMPROVE THE STRUCTURE OF RIGHTS AND OBLIGATIONS 
IN SPECIFIC AREAS OF THE TRADING SYSTEM INTENDED TO BE 
PRAGMATIC AND CONSTRUCTIVE. EXCLUDING WHOLESALE REFORMULATION 
OF GATT PRINCIPLES. U.S. ORIENTATION ON FIVE AGENDA ITEMS 
ELABORATED PER REF A: (A) EXISTING LEGAL FRAMEWORK PERMITS 
S/D AND ALSO SATISFACTORILY MEETS U.S. CONCERNS, BUT WE PREPARED 
TO CONSIDER WHETHER LDC DISSATISFACTIONS WARRANT SOME CHANGE; 

(B) US SUGGESTING TWO-PART APPROACH TO IMPROVED HANDLING 
OF BOP TRADE MEASURES AS DESCRIBED IN OUR PREVIOUS GATT 
G-18 PAPERS; (C) SEVERAL IMPROVEMENTS POSSIBLE IN AREA OF

UNDERSTANDING OF LDC CONCERNS, AND BELIEVED GREATER LDC 
ASSUMPTION OF OBLIGATIONS OVER TIME WAS A KEY ASPECT; AND 
(E) THOUGHT EXPORT RESTRICTIONS EXAMINATION MIGHT PROCEED 
DELIBERATELY WITH FOCUS ON GREATER COMPARABILITY TO GATT 
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HANDLING OF IMPORT RESTRICTIONS. US CONCLUDED WITH MENTION

BUT THAT THEY INTENDED TO BE INFORMATIVE FOR ALL DELS. FULL 
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LIMITED OFFICIAL USE

US STATEMENT AND THREE PAPERS DRAWN FROM 

REF A (TOPICS B, C, E) WILL BE CIRCULATED AS GATT DOCUMENT. 

7. IAPAN (KAYA) ECHOED US WARNING AGAINST SEEKING CHANGE 
MERELY FOR SAKE OF CHANGE ITSELF, AND WENT ON TO SAY IT NOT 
INCLINED TO SEEK ANY REVISION OF GATT OBLIGATIONS THEMSELVES, 

EVEN IN NAME OF IMPROVEMENT, ALTHOUGH IMPROVEMENTS IN APPLICA- 
TION WERE POSSIBLE. HOWEVER, IAPAN RECONFIRMED SUPPORT OF 
GROUP AS LONG AS ALL FIVE TOPICS WERE TO BE ADDRESSED. ON 
SUBSTANTIVE TOPICS, IAPAN PROVIDED EXTREME POLE OF CONSERVATISM 
WITH FIRM STANCE AS SKEPTIC ON LDC DEMANDS FOR LEGALIZATION 
OF S/D AND FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF NON-RECIPROCITY PRINCIPLE. 

(RECIPROCITY WAS CASE-BY CASE MATTER.) REGARDING BOP 
SAFEGUARDS, IAPAN SAID DC DECLARATION TO AVOID THEIR USE 
(PROPOSED BY US) WOULD BE EFFECTIVE, BUT THAT REVISION 
OF ARTICLE XII ITSELF NOT NECESSARY OR DESIRABLE. 

DECLARATION PLUS IMPROVED PROCEDURES, THROUGH GATT BOP COMMITTEE, OU- 
GHT TO BE SUFFICIENT. JAPANESE PUT PARTICULAR EMPHASIS ON "DETERRENT 
EFFECT" OF ARTICLE XII PROVISIONS IN "RESTRAINING COUNTRIES 
FROM TEMPTATIONS" TO RESORT TO TRADE MEASURES FOR BOP PURPOSES. 

ON CONSULTATION, SURVEILLANCE, AND 

DISPUTE SETTLEMENT, DISCUSSIONS SHOULD START WITH REVIEW OF PRACTICE 
UNDER ARTICLES XXII AND XXIII, SINCE THESE HAVE PROVIDED 
BASICALLY SOUND FRAMEWORK FOR RESTRAINING DISPUTING PARTIES. 

JAPANESE EXPRESSED " KE EN INTEREST" IN REAFFIRMING RULES ON 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS, SAYING THAT GATT RULES WERE BASED ON 
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SHAKY PRESUMPTION THAT EXPORTS WOULD MOVE FREELY IN WORLD 
TRADE. JAPAN NOT PROPOSING CONCRETE WORK PROGRAM, BUT PREPARED 
TO CONSIDER DEVELOPING GUIDELINES OR CODE OF CONDUCT INVOLVING 
GENERAL PROHIBITION OF EXPORT RESTRICTIONS. 

8. EC (LUYTEN) REITERATED U.S. POINT THAT INCREASING RIGHTS 
COULD NOT CONTINUE WITHOUT BALANCING OBLIGATIONS. EC FLATLY 
RULED OUT BINDING OF S/D PROVISIONS, SAID IT EXPECTED APPRO- 
PRIATE CONTRIBUTIONS FROM ALL COUNTRIES, BUT NEVERTHELESS 
THOUGHT PROSPECTS ON FIRST TOPIC "VERY PROMISING." REGARDING 
DC BOP SAFEGUARDS, EC COMPLAINED THAT FRAMEWORK GROUP WOULD 
BE DEALING WITH ONLY PART OF PROBLEMS SINCE IMF "WILL BE 
RECONSIDERING SITUATION" IN APRIL; FOR LDC'S, GREATER 
WILLINGNESS TO CONSULT IMPORTANT, AND EASIER TREATMENT 
POSSIBLE. EC WILLING TO EXPLORE POSSIBILITYES ON NOTIFICATION, 
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BUT THOUGHT CONSULTATION AND DISPUTE SETTLEMENT SHOULD 
CONTINUE IN GATT G-18 DISCUSSIONS. EC AGREED WITH JAPAN 
THAT EXPORT RESTRICTIONS BE EXAMINED WITH A VIEW TOWARD 
DEVELOPING A NOTIFICATION/CONSULTATION PROCESS UNDER LIMITING 
GATT PROVISIONS, AND ENDORSED U.S. PROPOSAL FOR FACTUAL 
EXAMINATION. 

9. NORWAY (SELMER), SPEAKING FOR NORDICS, SUPPORTED 
WORK OF FRAMEWORK GROUP ALONG LINES OF FIVE-TOPIC AGENDA 
AS DID AUSTRIA AND NEW ZEALAND. SWITZERLAND (AMB. DUNKEL) 
ENDORSED WORK ON ALL FIVE TOPICS; DUNKEL ESPECIALLY POSITIVE ON 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS AND DISPUTE SETTLEMENT ITEMS, WHILE TAKING 
"TWO-PHASE" APPROACH ON BOP SIMILAR IN CONTENT TO U.S., BUT 
LOW-KEY IN RHETORIC. (FYI: DUNKEL PRIVATELY TOLD U.S. DEL 

THAT SWISS HAD BEEN TO PARIS IN JANUARY IN EFFORT TO SOFTEN 
FRENCH AND EC RESISTANCE ON BOP ITEM, BUT DISCOVERED SENIOR 
FRENCH OFFICIALS HARDLY EVEN AWARE TOPIC UNDER CONSIDERATION, 
WHILE LOWER LEVEL BUREAUCRATS UNCOOPERATIVE. END FYI) LIKE 
U.S., SWISS EMPHASIZED GRADUATION AS BASIS ON WHICH S/D 
(WHICH "MUST BE PROVISIONAL") COULD BE MADE FEASIBLE IN MOST PERSUA- 
SIVE WAY. AUSTRALIA (SPENCER) SAID BEFORE NEGOTIATING IN GATT 
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PROVISIONS GROUP, SHOULD FOCUS ON USE OF EXISTING PROVISIONS, AND 
RESTATED EARLIER POSITION THAT DISCUSSION NOT NECESSARY ON EXPORT 
RESTRICTIONS, URGING GROUP TO FOCUS ON "RELEVANT" TOPICS. 

10. CANADA (AMB. GRAY) AT OPENING OF MEETING POSED "HYPOTHE- 
TICAL QUESTION" TO CHAIRMAN ON WHETHER FRAMEWORK GROUP COULD 
PROCEED WITH DISCUSSION ON AGENDA ITEMS ON WHICH SOME DELS 
(I.E., CANADA) HAD REGISTERED "ALMOST WHAT AMOUNTS TO A 
RESERVATION." CHAIRMAN RESPONDED WITH "HYPOTHETICAL ANSWER" 

THAT WERE QUESTION TO BE ASKED, HE WOULD NOTE THAT RULINGS 
FROM CHAIR WERE NOT PART OF GATT PRACTICE AND THAT OTHER 

MTN GROUPS HAVE PROCEEDED TO WORK FROM AGENDAS INCLUDING 
ITEMS WHICH DID NOT HAVE UNANIMOUS ENDORSEMENT OF DELS, WITHOUT 
PREJUDICE TO POSITIONS OF DISSENTERS. (FYI THIS EXCHANGE 
PRE-PLANNED TO GIVE CANADIAN DEL BASIS FOR EXPLAINING TO 
HOME AUTHORITIES ITS "PARTICIPATION" IN GROUP DISCUSSING EXPORT 
RESTRICTIONS. END FYI). FOLLOWING CHAIRMAN'S RESPONSE, CANADA 
REMAINED SILENT; AT OUTSET OF SECOND DAY'S SESSION, HOWEVER, 

GRAY DELIVERED LENGTHY, ABUSIVE COMPLAINT AGAINST JAPAN, 

EC, AND U.S. FOR DISCUSSING EXPORT-RESTRICTIONS TOPIC DESPITE 
CANADIAN SENUYIVITIES. REGARDING U.S. STATEMENT. CANADA 
PERCEIVED "ADMIXTURE OF MORALIZING AND PIETY," SAID U.S. 

"ATTEMPTING TO STEAM-ROLLER US," BUT ALSO "WASTING OUR TIME." 
DESPITE UNWILLINGNESS TO CONSIDER TOPIC ITSELF, HE FELT FREE TO 
ARGUE THAT DEFINITION OF "RESTRICTIONS" DID NOT INCLUDE 
EXPORT TAXES, ONLY QR'S. GREY LOOKED FORWARD TO SERIOUS 
BILATERAL TALKS WITH U.S. MTN DEL. 
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11. CHAIRMAN'S SUMMING UP REFERRED TO IMPORTANT STATEMENTS 
BE DELS, NOTED SEVERAL OF TTHESE WOULD BE CIRCULATED IN 
WRITTEN FORM FOR CONSIDERATION IN CAPITALS AND FOR 
CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN DELS, AND OBSERVED THAT SOME ADDITIONAL 
PROPOSALS MIGHT BE EXPECTED BEFORE NEXT MEETING. MTN DEL 
WILL POUCH ALL SUBMISSIONS AS SOON AS RECEIVED; IAPANESE 

AND MEXICAN STATEMENTS ALREADY PROVIDED US, AND ALONG WITH 
U.S. STATEMENT BEING HAND-CARRIED BY MATTHEISEN, STR, TO LANDE 
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AND GREENWALD. 

12. NEXT MEETING OF GROUP TO BE SCHEDULED IN MAY BY ACTING 
CHAIRMAN IN CONSULTATION WITH DELS, WITH SAME ALL-
